Among these arc mentioned such 


prominent names as those of Thomas Har- 
dy, Robert Bridges (the poet laureate). 
Sir Philip Gibbs, H. G. Wells. Bernard 
Sn*w, John Galsworthy, Bertrand Rus- 
sell and Maurice Hewlett—all joining.in 
eloqnent denunciation of war. Even 
novelists who have penned fiction full of 
fighting have nothing but abhorrence for 
•what war has become. 


In his reactions Bertrand Russell has 


gone far along the radical road. 
As for 


Maurice Hewlett, he has turned to the 
conscientious objecting Quakers as the 
only ideal religious sect, the only real 
Christians. In a recent address to a gath- 
ering of Quakers Maurice Hewlett is said 
to have expressed complete distrust of 
diplomats and^ governments where 
question of war is concerned, and to have 
held that future wars can be prevented 
only by "direct inaction." meaning noth- 
ing less than wholesale strikes against 
•wars, by the people called upon to wage 
them. 
Picture a government declaring 


war and the majority of the people under 
that government going on a strike and 
refusing to serve. "Nothing less than civil 
•war would follow, unless the government 
backed down and came' to humiliating 
terms with the foreign enemy. Here is a 
straw that heedless armament-increasing 
governments may well take note of. 


The old "romance o? war" seems to 


have departed never to return. The 
world's peoples were sickened by the late 
terrific, conflict, its wholesale slaughters, 
its unparalleled cruelties, its unmention- 
able bestialities. 'President Wilson was 
o-ne of tbe first to perceive this, and no 
doubt that was the chief reason why he 
labored to make war's prevention an in- 
separable part of the peace, insisting on a 
league of nations to prevent war as a bind- 
ing condition of the treaty of Versailles. 
European government leaders saw a part 
of what he saw and accepted the proposi- 
tion, though doubtful of practical results. 
Dominant political leadership in America 
saw no part of it and wholly rejected the 
proposition. 
A scheme giving form to 


the world's hopes has thus far been pre- 
vented even a trial or a genuine test, and 
governments are going on as before, pil- 
ing up armaments and preparing for )norc 
wars. 


It is certain that sooner or later if gov- 


ernments do not take steps to end war 
and enforce peace the people will take ihf 
matter in hand themselves. 
Men are not 


going to go on indefinitely in the useless 
batch* ry of war without rebellion. 
Na- 


tions can terminal*' the rule of force in 
world affairs the same as they substitute 
law and order lor force in their internal 
affairs. 
The governmental machinery of 


the world is on test, and it includes the 
United States. If this machinery does not 
function to stop the armament craze and 
preparations for war and to adopt efte'-t- 
ive measures for the preservation of pea/-c 
the next time a j^real war is attempted 
revolution is apt to precede international 
conflict.

AD Liberties or None 


Once you start taking away lib- 


erties, you must abandon this theory 
altogether. For no line can be drawn. 
You must then regard government as 
a means of regulating every detail of 
individual life, prescribing what each 
and all of us shall eat, drink, wear, 
how and when we shall make love, 
what we should look at and what we 
shall read. This latter certainly seams 
to be the purpose and Ideal of the re- 
form movement. It would make us 
morally perfect by legal enactment. 
The proponents of freedom say that 
this is a demonstrated Impossibility in 
the first place. In the second place 
they claim that it would thwart the 
development of individuality, which is 
the really valuable human quality and 
the source of all progress. It would 
tend, they eay, to make of us a vast 
aggregation 
of human 
machines, 


moved not by individual taste and In- 
telligence, but by a clockwork of law 
and regularion. That is what it would 
do if it succeeded. 
Prohibition 
is 


pointed ont by some as an example of 
what happens if a people refuses to 
accept such regulations of conduct. 


Returning to the matter of censor- 


ship, its records was attacked and de- 
fended.

of censorship 


claimed that It has done much good 
in states where it has been put into 
effect, by saving the youth of those 
states from witnessing many scenes 
of love and violence. The opponents 
of censorship claimed that it has been 
ridiculous and arbitrary wherever it 
has been tried.

a. lady appointed to censor the movies 
who prohibited all funeral scenes and

feelings to witness such scenes. 


The opponents claimed that censor- 


ship has always been arbitrary. They 
claim that the "whole public must 
judge of a production and that one in- 
dividual or group of individuals can- 
not fall to ge moved largely by pre- 
judices, and other individual peculiar- 
ities. Equally, they say. it is impos- 
sible to apply a set of rules to a work 
of art. Thus in England until a few 
years ago there was national censor- 
ship of the stage. Under this law is 
was found necessary to. suppress the 
work t>f sotw of the trreatest drama 
tlsts, including Ibsen, Shaw, and final- 
ly the great classic Sophocles, who 
had been studied by English school- 
boys for generations.

It is admitted gener- 
ally that freedom of speech and free- 
dom of tbe press are essentials of a 
Democracy, and are necessary to the 
progress of civilization.

States to abridge or restrain the right 
iof free speech and a free press. The

Reject Radical Ideas 


The fanciful styles of the last two 


years -will not be so noticeable this 
spring. 
Designers were 
quick to 


sense the acceptance or rejection of 
their ideas and men's clothes cannot 
be forced to the degree that is possible 
with women's modes. Hence we will 
see a more conventional note in the 
spring clothing—« note that is truly 
in accord with the tastes of refined 
dressers. 


Young men simply wore the radical 


styles because they were the vogue 
but accepted them with a notable re- 
luctance.
